INFERNAL MACHINE 
WRECKS INTERIOR 
OF J. P. MORGAN CO. 


Dead and Injured List Reaches Close To Two Hundred; 
Police Say High Powered Bomb Placed Near 
Building Caused Explosion. 


New York, Sept. 16.—At least 24 persons were killed and 
hundreds of others were injured and the offices of J. P. Morgan 
and Co., were wrecked by a gigantic explosion at Wall and Broad 
Streets in the heart of the financial district at noon today. 
The origin was believed this afternoon to have been a wagon 
load of dynamite on its way through Wall Street to the excava­ 
tion site of the Stock Exchange building on the southeast corner 
of Broad and Wall Streets. An automobile is said to have crashed 
into the vehicle carrying the explosive just as it was between the 
Morgan offices and the United States sub-treasury where mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of government funds and bullion are stored. 
United States troops were rushed to the scene to guard the sub­ 
treasury and the Federal Reserve Bank.

New York, Sept. 16.—A former high official of New York’s 
police department who refused to be .quoted at 12:30 o’clock this 
afternoon, after an investigation of the scene of the explosion at 
the J. P. Morgan offices, declared that it was the result of a con­ 
spiracy. 
“The explosion was caused by a time bomb in a wagon load 
of nitroglycerine set to go off at exactly 12 o’clock,” he declared. 
“This wagon load of explosive was purposely set off directly in 
front of the Morgan offices.”

WARREN G. HARDING. 


Warren G. Harding:. United States Senator from Ohio, was 
born on his grandfather’s farm, where his father then resided, 
ju st outside the village of Blooming Grove, Morrow County, Ohio, | 
November 2d, 1865. 
He was the eldest of eight children. 
He I 
is the son of George T. Harding, then the young village doctor.1 
The Hardings are of good cid Colonial stock, coming original- j 
ly from Scotland, settling first in Connecticut, removing later , 
to the Wyoming Valley, Pennsylvania, where some of them were j 
massacred and others fought in the Revolutionary War. 
I he 
mother of Warren, Phoebe Dickerson, was descended from ani 
old-time Holland Dutch family, the Van Kirks; so that in W arren 
G. Harding is found the blending of the blood of the hardy Hol­ 
land Dutch and the fearless, alert and liberty-loving Scotch. 
The country roundabout was mostly woodland when Warren 
was bom. 
His grandfather owned a small tract of land and was 
neither better nor worse off than his neighbors. 
As Warren 
grew up, he learned to fell the trees, chop wood, split rails, plant 
and hoe corn, and do all things incident to farm life. 
He attended the village school until fourteen years of age, 
when he entered the Ohio Central College of Iberia, trom which 
he was graduated, standing high in scholarship. 
At the age of 
seventeen we find him teaching a district school, and 
t<x>ting a 
horn” in the “brass band” of the village. 
At odd times he worked in the little printing office in the 
village. He seemed to love the odor of printer’s ink and to have 
a passion for everything pertaining to a newspaper office. 
The 
“luck piece” he carries as a Senator of the United States is the 
old printer’s rule he used when he was yet “sticking type.” 
When he was nineteen, having completed his college course, I 
his father, Dr. Harding, seeking a wider field, removed to Marion, | 
Ohio, the county seat of an adjoining county, where he still 
resides, and despite his seventy-six years, is in active practice; 
of his profession. 
“The Star” was a struggling daily paper, diminutive in size, j 
in a struggling county-seat town of four thousand inhabitants.; 
Young Harding yearned to possess it. 
Though it had had such 
a precarious existence that it was difficult to tell whether it w as' 
an asset or a liability, his father, having faith in the boy and 
wishing to gratify this supreme desire of his young ambition, 
lent his credit in assisting him in taking it over. 
With the enthusiasm of youth, and the inspiration of one 
~Yvho has his foot upon the first rung of the ladder of his ambition, 
the young man bent his energies to the task of making “The 
Star” a beacon light which should shine out of the darkness, and 
to lift it out of the depths of all but bankruptcy and give it a ! 
financial standing above reproach. 
He lived -with it bv day, and 
oft-times far into the night. 
He dreamed of it. 
At times he 
performed every function from “devil” to managing editor. 
“The Star” today is a prosperous, money-making plant. 
It 
could not be purchased at any price. It has the widest circulation 
of any newspaper in a city of thirty thousand inhabitants in the 
Middle West. There has never been a strike or threatened strike 
in “The Star” office. 
His employes found him always liberal 
and ever generous, and they love him as a brother. 
He is at present a director of a bank, director of several 
large manufacturing plants, and is also a trustee of the Trinity; 
Baptist Church, of which he is a member, and upon whose ser­ 
vices he is a regular attendant when in the city. 
During the last score of years Senator Harding has been 
three times abroad, visiting most of the European countries, not 
on pleasure bent, but to study at close range their systems of 
government and the economic problems with which we have to 
deal— such as the tariff, the standard of wage paid to labor in the 
different countries, and the varied conditions surrounding their 
mode of life; but always he has returned with a deeper love for 
his own land and a firmer conviction that its form of government 
is the best which was ever devised by the brain of man. 
After 
his election to the United States Senate, and before taking his 
seat, he visited the Hawaiian Islands to get some first-hand in- i 
formation upon the production and distribution of sugar. 
Mr. Harding has twice represented the Thirteenth Senatorial 
District of Ohio in the State Legislature, served one term as 
lieutenant governor, refusing to stand for re-election; and he is 
now nearing the close of his first term as United States Senator 
from Ohio. 
When he came into this wider sphere of action his

Samuel Adams called the “Father 
OL th© American Revolution” was de­ 
scribed as a “staid, prematurely in­ 
telligent boy.” 
H© was born in Bos­ 
ton in 1722 and went 
to 
Harvard 
when he was very young. 
He was 
fond of quoting Latin and Greek aud 
he studied very hard. 
He seemed to 
take little interest in politics, yet his 
graduation essay on the right of col­ 
onies to resist the mother 
country 
was a prophesy of our revolution and 
of hit part In It. 
• 
He married and 
settled down to 
run his father’s malt-brewing house 
This business gradually died out and 
Adams was obliged to add to his in­ 
come by writing for I he papers 
In 
1764 he drew up the first paper deny­ 
ing the right of the Stamp Act. From 
then to his death, he gave every min­ 
ute of his time to the service of his 
country. 
He made no money; he was 
always P°°r and depended often for 
his.very food on the contributions of 
friends of the American cause.
